PEDIGREE POINTS 


By J. A. ESTES 


HE breeding of a horse is not necessarily an 
index to his class, but it is rather dependable 
as an index to his stamina. Once in a blue moon 
a horse bred for sprinting turns out to be a 
stayer; occasionally one bred for staying proves 
himself a sprinter. In the main, stayers breed 
stayers, but there is a fairly large percentage of 
exceptions. There are, however, very few excep- 
tions to the rule that sprinters breed sprinters. 
Sprinters, then, are easier to breed than stayers. 
The type carries on better. The natural result is 
that the percentage of sprinters bred increases 
at the expense of the stayers. Racing associa- 
tions schedule very few distance races, because, 
simply, they know the races will not be run, even 
if scheduled. Few horsemen have stock they 
wish to run 10 furlongs or more. Therefore little 
money is offered for horses that can stay. Thus 
the vicious circle is completed—no stayers bred, 
no races for stayers, no use of breeding stayers. 
There is, however, a lingering voice in the 
conscience of American racing which says we 
are not breeding enough stayers. The evidence 
for this lies in the fact that a rather large per- 
centage of our stakes races—the races scheduled 
for the higher class of horses—are distance 
events. These stakes races for distance horses 
are becoming fewer and fewer, by a sort of 
necessity. Even the Belmont Stakes is beginning 
to lose some of its prestige. 

If the American breeder wishes to keep the 
racing stock of this country from continuing to 
degenerate as it has in the past, he must breed 
carefully and intelligently, and if those who 
promote the racing meetings of America wish to 
continue the sport in the high regard it is now 
held by the public, they must do what they can 
to back up the breeder in his effort to produce 
stock with stamina. 

One thing the American breeder can do is to 
watch the pedigrees of good horses as they ap- 
pear and attempt to put in practice the lessons 
he learns therefrom. 

LESSON NO. 1: Barn Swallow stopped in the 
stretch of the Coaching Club American Oaks 
(1 3-8 miles) and was beaten easily by Edel- 
weiss. Now, there was no knowing from the 
pedigree of Edelweiss that she would be an Oaks 
winner, but there was a very definite indication 
that she would go a route. She is by *Chicle, 
dam by *Hourless, second dam by Sardanapale, 
third dam by Carbine, fourth dam by Bend Or, 
fifth dam by Galopin. Most important of all, I 
believe, is the fact that she is inbred to Carbine 
(see pedigree in this issue) with only three free 
generations. Felstead, winner of the Derby in 
1928, was inbred to Carbine in exactly the same 
manner. Behind the two crosses of Carbine in 
Edelweiss’ pedigree are four crosses of St. Simon 
and three of Rosicrucian. The pedigree is three- 
sixteenths Carbine, one-eighth St. Simon. In- 
breeding to such great stayers reduces to a 
minimum the chance of producing a sprinter. 

LESSON NO. 2: Haste was a horse of doubtful 
stamina. He won the mile Withers Stakes, but 
was nowhere close to Crusader at the close of 
the 1%4-mile Belmont Stakes. He did win the 
Fairmount Derby, 1% miles, in time fast enough 
to beat the tar out of the present crop of 3-year- 
olds, but was staggering at the end and had lost 


all but an inch or two of a long lead which Earl 
Sande had stolen with him at the top of the 
stretch. Afterwards he was useless. How would 
you breed a Belmont Stakes winner from him? 
By sending him mares with Hanover blood? No, 
Domino? No. Send him mares whose pedigrees 
are full of distance strains. Haste emerged from 
obscurity last Saturday, June 10, when his son 
Hurryoff won the Belmont Stakes. See Hurry- 


off’s pedigree in this issue. His dam is inbred to 
St. Simon and her sire, the Ascot Gold Cup win- 
ner *Prince Palatine, was inbred to Hampton, 
and there are virtually no sprinting strains in 
the lower half of Hurryoff’s pedigree.

INBREEDING: Black Buddy, among the best 
2-year-olds, is inbred primarily to *Ogden, sec- 
ondarily to *Star Shoot. His grandsire and his 
third dam were both by *Ogden out of *Star 
Shoot mares. He has four Bend Or crosses in 
five generations of ancestors and at least two 
other more remote crosses. Black Buddy, inci- 
dentally, is bred Matchem-to-Matchem. That is, 
both his sire and dam trace to Matchem in tail- 
male. Many breeders consider it a cardinal 
principle of Thoroughbred production that the 
top lines should be different, an Eclipse sire anda 
Herod dam, for instance. And I know of some 
breeding experts who have classified classic win- 
ners according to whether they were inbred or 
outbred, an inbred horse, according to these 
experts, being one whose sire and dam traced in 
tail-male to the same ancestor, Eclipse, Herod 
or Matchem. It doesn’t make sense. It is only 
an incidental fact that Black Buddy’s sire and 
dam both trace, on the top side of their pedi- 
grees, to West Australian, a Matchem sire. It is 
quite true that few good horses have been bred 
Matchem-to-Matchem, but the reason is not that 
there is anything wrong with such breeding, but 
simply that there has not been a great deal of 
Matchem blood available. We may look to see 
more such breeding now, for I suspect there is a 
larger supply of good Matchem-line stallions 
standing in America today than has ever before 
been available in any one country. ... New Deal, 
which won the Thomas Curran Memorial Stakes 
for J. W. Parrish, has a close doubling up of 
Peter Pan: 

roadway Jones—Blac oney— 
New Deal-_- {Ethel ng 
Mr. Khayyam’s closest inbreeding is to St. 
Simon. So is Hyperion’s. The English Derby win- 
ner has two close crosses of St. Simon and at 
least three free lines to Galopin. . . . Hyperion’s 
dam, Selene, a good racer and a great producer, 
was inbred to the famous mare Pilgrimage, not 
by accident, as some inbreeding is done, but by 
definite design on the part of Lord Derby. Breed- 
ers in America may get a hint from this. Two 
sons of Selene, namely *Pharamond II and 
*Sickle, stand in Kentucky. Swynford, a grand- 
son of Pilgrimage, has a few sons (notably *St. 
Germans) in this country. It may be convenient 
soon to practice further Pilgrimage inbreeding.

BITTY BITS: Domino-line horses have won 
most of our great stakes, but not until last week 
did one of them (Equipoise) succeed in winning 
the Suburban Handicap. . . . Reigh Count’s first 
crop of foals are now 2-year-olds, but not one 
has scored a victory as yet. If there are good 
ones in the crop they probably will show up at 
Arlington Park and Saratoga. . . . Edelweiss is 
another first foal. Some day breeders will quit 
apologizing for first foals.

BREEDERS who want good 
prices for the product of their es- 
tablishments should demand closer 
application of the rules of racing. 


A foul was committed in the race 
INACTIVE for the sixty-fifth Belmont Stakes, at 
Belmont Park, last Saturday, but the stewards of 
the meeting took no notice of it. Nimbus, ridden by 
Workman, bored Union so forcefully that he was put 
into the rail, and the left foot of Coucci, his rider, 
was badly hurt. Coucci, gamely, though with diffi- 
culty, retained his seat until he had finished third to 
Hurryoff and Nimbus. He dismounted as soon as he 
pulled up and at the scales expressed his desire to 
lodge a claim of foul. The stewards, apparently un- 
aware of what had occurred, had made the result 
official and the claim, therefore, was not entertained. 
Coucci was removed from the course in an ambulance. 

The stewards on this occasion, as they have been 
on other occasions, not alone at Belmont Park, but 
at virtually all tracks in America, during the last 
several years, were not alert. Had they been, they 
would have noted the fouling of Union by Nimbus; 
would have observed the difficulty Coucci was in, and 
would have waited to hear from him. 

The public is tiring of the foul manner in which 
so many of the races in America are being ridden. 
It is imperative that the Turf’s several governing 
bodies strengthen the stewards’ stands by compelling 
the racing associations to employ capable, courageous 
men to fill those important stations. We could name 
on the fingers of one hand the men who, during the 
past five years, have really been qualified for steward- 
ship. The others have been merely drawing pay for 
their presence in the stand. In this connection we 
feel it fair to exempt Arlington Park, as at present 
officered, from criticism, and we likewise find Mary- 
land’s stands better than the average of the continent. 

A Kentucky breeder-owner-trainer, who has just 
returned from a trip that encompassed visits to 
several race courses, remarked that plenty of people 
were present at each point, but that many seemed to 
be observing the races without betting. Managers of 
meetings have for some time been reporting attend- 
ance good and better, but betting lighter. They have 
been attributing this drop in the turnover to scarcity 
of money. That may account in greatest measure for 
the poor play, but lack of confidence in the ability 
of stewards has much to do with it. 

If the track managers will show the people that 
they will get a fair ride and a true run for their 
money, the betting will improve—never doubt it. 
The public will be shown only when the stewards be- 
come active, and adequately punish all who violate 
the rules of racing.

ROM Ervin M. Potts, Fort Reno, Okla., under 
date June 8, THE BLOOD-HORSE is in receipt 
of the following: : 

An old writer once said, “There is a time for every- 
thing.” For more than 25 years I have been connected 
with the War Department and know what strict regu- 
lations are in effect relative to playing the national 
anthem—"The Star Spangled Banner,” and the respect 
the military personnel are required to show when it is 
played. 

Under these circumstances it has been somewhat of 
a shock to me to hear over the radio for the past two 
years at the beginning of the Derby races the band 
playing the National anthem while the crowds are 
yelling—sometimes almost completely drowning out 
the music. 

It would seem to me that 
inappropriate time for playing 
Banner,” that is the time. Music on this occasion is 
O. K., but why not select something other than this 
for such an excited assembly? What is your opinion 
on this subject? 

THE BLOOD-HORSE concurs in Mr. Potts’ sug- 
gestion that other music be selected. It has been 
our observation that few persons in attendance 
at a race course give real attention to music. 
It seems to be a matter of in one ear and out the 
other. Judge William H. Shelley, the noted rac- 
ing secretary, has frequently commented that the 
only music interesting to people at a race track 
is the click of the pari-mutuel machines. Henry 
Ten Eyck White, gifted sports writer of an 
earlier period for The Chicago Tribune, said that 
the most misplaced thing, in his opinion, was a 
band at a race track. In these days of canned 
music and amplifiers it seems to THE BLOOD- 
HORSE that almost any old thing other than “The 
Star Spangled Banner’ would suit just as well as 
the national anthem and the race track attend- 
ance then would not be accused of failing to 
arise and uncover in respect to the sentiment 
represented by the air. We recall that shortly 
after the World War, Gov. A. Owsley Stanley 
was severely criticized by a number of those who 
were present at the Kentucky Association course 
one afternoon because he failed to notice that ‘““The 
Star Spangled Banner’ was being played and sat 
with his head covered by the familiar white hat 
he had adopted for campaign purposes in those 
days.. Our conclusion is that race-going crowds 
have their minds on the races and nothing else, 
particularly music.

ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 
QUIPOISE still is Equipoise. There are many 
now who will agree with Old Rosebud in his 
opinion, first expressed in this column, when 
Equipoise was a juvenile, that he is the best 
performer seen in this country since Man o’ War. 
What other performer ever ran as many truly 
remarkable races as Equipoise’s Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes, Pimlico Futurity, Delavan, 
Arlington and Suburban Handicaps? Each was 
a classic of modern Turf history. The Whitney 
5-year-old possesses to a remarkable degree 
speed, stamina, courage, versatility and hardi- 
ness. Most other champions of the past were 
really good, rather were at their best, over only 
certain tracks and under certain conditions—the 
classy Equipoise combines all qualities. For 
proof just see the charts of those efforts men- 
tioned above. 

QUIPOISE’S earnings now rest at the 
$285,560 mark, just $91,184 behind the 
world’s leader, Sun Beau. The son of Pennant 
was the biggest money gleaning juvenile of his 
year, one that brought out Jamestown, Twenty 
Grand and Mate, earning $156,835 in his busy 
season. Last year he won $107,375, becoming the 
first 4-year-old to win such a sum and the first 
Thoroughbred to win $100,000 at two and a like 
sum in a single year thereafter. Equipoise, as 
later racing proved, should have won both the 
rich Belmont Futurity and Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes at two, and, but for nose and neck 
margins of defeat, would now stand the leader 
with $410,190. Equipoise’s prospects now of sup- 
planting Sun Beau, a horse to which he would 
have to concede weight in any sane handicapper’s 
book, as the leading money winner do not now 
appear overly bright, due to the retrenchments 
effected in the handicaps throughout the country 
this year. It is a pity racing associations do not 
encourage better handicaps at the expense of the 
5-furlong juvenile dashes rather than vice versa. 

* * 
QUIPOISE should not be beaten all year if 
only Trainer Healey can prevent his going 
sour and sulking in his races as at the end of 
1932 racing in Maryland. The Whitney mentor 
has brought his charge up to the races looking 
better physically than ever before and also has 
worked a wonderful improvement in the horse’s 
disposition. It is being charged that handicap- 
pers are treating Equipoise leniently, due to an 
alleged fear he will be frightened out of his 
engagements and so lost as a gate attraction. 
Trainer Healey is not adverse to Equipoise’s 
being burdened with all he deserves. Only two 
others in the 47 years’ history of the Suburban 
ever carried over 132 pounds to victory (Whisk 
Broom II and Grey Lag) and Equipoise’s 2:02 
was the best time for the track and race, re- 
gardless of the book’s testimony to the contrary, 
in the opinion of the majority. He was conceding 
Osculator, second, 25 pounds and surely that’s 
enough to ask of any racer, though, as many 
handicappers remarked after the running, the 
Red Bank representative could have won under 
140. The Whitney 5-year-old was permitted to 
run only about a furlong. And he finished out 
as if he’ll race all day. 

* 
EAD PLAY’S disappointing in the American 
Derby was rather to be expected after his 
fast mile and a quarter breeze in 2:06 3-5 for that 
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event. He isn’t the sort of colt to work like 
that, but unfortunately is a hard one to rate. 
He may have been the winner had he worked in 
2:12 instead. The My Play colt, if worked a mile 
in 1:45, likely would run in 1:38. Worked in 1:40, 
he probably wouldn’t run much faster than 1:40. 
Again, he wants to be big and fresh and he was 
neither for the American Derby, though we 
imagine he would have been had not Trainer 
Hayes been prevailed upon to start him for the 
Wood. Good management plus some luck in 
finding a fast track, helped Mr. Khayyam beat 
Mrs. Mason’s colt in the Wood and in _ the 
American Derby. Trainer Brady got the son of 
Omar Khayyam into each enjoying a pull in the 
weights. And Humphries is no match for Walls. 
They won’t beat Head Play at levels when the 
big chestnut is good.

CCORDING to reports, well over 100 horses 

have been left touched in their wind from 
the epidemic of coughing that spread from 
Belmont Park down to Havre de Grace and 
finally out to Kentucky and Chicago. Race track 
managements really should be more careful 
about the health of the horses shipping into their 
tracks from quarters hit by such a contagion. 


NDREW JACKSON JOYNER uncovered a 

swift-running sprinter in George D. Wide- 
ner’s Sation, a product of Erdenheim that could 
not get to the races at two, but, in his only two 
essays at the writing, won in impressive style 
from some rather shifty speedsters. The Galetian 
gelding’s successes came in the Hollis Claiming 
Stakes and Swift renewals at Belmont. In the 
former, he ran for $5,750, and it is highly im- 
probable halter men soon again will have such 
an opportunity. If he runs in a claimer again, 
Sation will be worth no more than the amount 
for which he is entered. The grandson of Ulti- 
mus can whip many more sprinters than can 
beat him, as evidenced when he took the track 
from Balios and De Valera to easily lead that 
fieet pair over the 7-furlongs Swift course.

RIENDS of Greentree’s Dynastic should not 

weaken on the Supremus colt until such 
time as it is to, if it does, become manifest he 
will not train. Trainer Brennan has_ brought 
him along nicely over the winter and it would 
not be surprising if the Beaumont-bred 3-year- 
old added this season to the recognition he gained 
last. This despite his dismal showing in the 
Suburban, which marked his seasonal debut. He’s 
a better colt than that race showed him when 
right, and the Belmont, two days after this is 
written, may indicate whether or not he must be 
unwound. As to physique, he has something on 
the rest of the Eastern 3-year-olds, having de- 
veloped much bodily at Red Bank in the cold 
months.

stood is a small one and is of racing age next 
season.

OSEPH E. WIDENER, who disbanded his big 
jumping string last year, retained one of the 
best fencers in the business in *Azucar, which 
came back to the races in the Appleton Memorial, 
richest of spring ’chases, to run right to the 
promise he showed in stakes competition at Bel- 
mont Park early in 1932 and down sturdy Green 
Cheese. The Irish jumper, however, was in re- 
ceipt of considerable poundage from the son of 
Rockminister and the latter’s friends want to 
see him repeat the dose under more equitable 
weights before acknowledging him Green 
Cheese’s superior. Arc Light, also in the Wide- 
ner string and a far more accomplished, if 
elderly, fellow than *Azucar, has been training 
and schooling well of late. But these will have 
to be mighty good if they are to beat the San- 
ford pair of *Tourist II and xyolden Meadow, 
last year’s champions, later in the season. The 
Amsterdam jumpers may get into action at the 
Spa and the master of Hurricanna is casting 
covetous eyes at the next renewal of the rich 
Grand National, in the fall at Belmont. The 
elder Sanford, incidentally, put in his first ap- 
pearance of the current metropolitan season to 
witness the Suburban. The winner of the Grand 
National usually is accorded the palm for the 
season and *Tourist II already has scored in two 
renewals. 
HILE Man o’ War’s grandsons and grand- 
daughters among the juveniles are acquit- 
ting themselves so nobly, not much will be seen 
of his own progeny from the Riddle string, which 
raced the greatest champion of them all, before 
Saratoga. Trainer Conway’s charges were 
stricken by the “cough” and he will not hurry 
them, but grant them every opportunity of re- 
covering. Luckily, none of the band _ suffered 
touched wind for the experience. Trainer Con- 
way advises that he is not so sure War Hero, 
one of the best 3-year-olds of 1932, can be made 
to stand, but has hopes of developing a stakes 
horse or two from among the others. 
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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By H. S. FINNEY 


PROSPECT HILL STUD. 

ERE it not for the fact that Mrs. R. H. 

Heighe’s Prospect Hiil Farm had carried 
that name from Colonial days it might well be 
known as “the Durbar Stud.” The writer has 
visited many stud farms in various countries but 
never before has he seen a place so permeated 
with sentiment for, and dominated by the in- 
fluence of, one horse, and he dead. The first thing 
one notices on entering the well-kept yard is 
the green and white color scheme of the train- 
ing stable, these being the colors of the late 
Hermanus B. Duryea, uncle of Mr. Heighe and 
owner of *Durbar II when that bay son of 
Rabelais and the American mare Armenia won 
the Derby at Epsom in 1914. Entering the house, 
a fine old stone structure dating from 1808 and 
surrounded with lovely old trees, one sees a 
beautiful painting of the Derby winner with 
McGee up, and also one of *Sweeper, Danny 
Maher Up, which won the Two Thousand 
Guineas for Mr. Duryea. Another fine painting 
is of Irish Lad, the good horse owned in part- 
nership with the late Harry Payne Whitney and 
later premier sire at the Haras de Gazon, the 
Duryea Stud in Normany. I saw here a large 
album full of press clippings covering the 1914 
Derby from the papers of three countries, and 
a stack of photographs of every phase of the 
winner’s activities at Epsom that day from his 
loading in the van to go to the course to his 
triumphal return that night. 

At the death of H. B. Duryea his widow car- 
ried on, and at her death willed the mares to 
her niece by marriage and when it is considered 
that half Mrs. Heighe’s mares claim *Durbar II 
as sire the extent of his influence is appreciated. 
On inheriting the mares their new owner had 
those she liked best brought from France and 
sent to the Claiborne Stud in Kentucky to join 
*Durbar II, then Mr. Heighe’s property. After a 
few seasons there all the horses were removed 
to Maryland, where the stallion died, in 1931, 
and was interred with due honors. 

In company with Mrs. Heighe and Fritz Boni- 
face, her efficient and capable stud groom, 
whose charges all look well, I recently spent a 
few enjoyable hours looking over the farm and 
the horses. The stud covers about 225 acres of 
good rolling land between the towns of Belair 
and Havre de Grace and is divided into about 15 
well fenced paddocks and fields, all looking clean 
and well farmed and having a good stand of 
grass. 

At the training stable, newly built. with 10 
stalls 12x14 feet and four stalls of 12x24 feet 
each, we saw two mares and their foals. First 
was the grey *Xenia, by the Guineas winner 
*Sweeper out of Xanthene, by Grey Plume. This 
mare is of medium size and is a good type of 
matron, having a good shoulder and _ wither. 
Stinted to the fast Sun Edwin, *Xenia is nursing 
a bay colt by Prince of Wales. *Zenobia II, a 
chestnut daughter of *Durbar II and *Zenoia, 
by *Sweeper, which visited The Scout this season, 
is also nursing a Prince of Wales colt, a likeable 
one too. This is a big, well balanced mare with 
plenty of scope. 

A chestnut yearling half-sister to *Zenobia II 
was brought out next. She is a fine stylish 
daughter of the dead Campfire. One that looks 
sure to race and is marked almost like his grand- 


sire, *Durbar II, is by the good stayer Brown 
Bud out of *Zenobia II. He is a bay and is a 
grand mover. 

Down past an old barn modernized with boxes 
for mares, is the very practical stallion barn 
with one large stall 15x36 feet and two smaller 
ones about 10x12 feet for a teaser and a mare. 
The big stall opens on a paddock of about three 
acres. Built for his sire, this stall is now occu- 
pied by Polo Bar, a 4-year-old son of *Durbar II 
and Parco, by *Omar Khayyam. This horse won 
for Mrs. Heighe and has been blistered and 
turned out till fall. 


We walked past the house to a large paddock 
where a half dozen mares were running, to see 
Mrs. Heighe’s pet, the chestnut sister to the sire 
*Golden Broom, *Zenoia, by *Sweeper out of 
Zuna, by Hamburg. This is a lovely feminine 
mare, full of quality and a good goer in the 
paddock. In her day she was a good race mare, 
winning 12 of her 13 starts in France and beaten 
a head in the other one. Some good stakes fell 
to her lot while racing. As an experiment 
*Zenoia was bred this season to the flying 
Polydor, and as this sire is by *Golden Broom out 
of Polly Ann, by Superman, there will be close 
inbreeding to the blood of Broomstick and Han- 
over, with a dash of Domino thrown in. I leave 
it to “Matchem” to forecast the result of this 
mating; it is a subject too deep for an amateur. 


Three more of *Durbar II’s daughters which 
should do well at the stud are Emmy Fish, a bay, 
and Sparky, a chestnut, both out of *Xenia; and 
Little Bar, a chestnut, which I liked best, from 
the Pennant mare Barbara Frietchie. The other 
two in the field were both by Campfire. Palmyra, 
a big chestnut, straight in front, was bred to 
Balko and is from Zenobia, and Miss Dinwiddie, 
a good looking bay out of Fluff, by Celt, a win- 
ner, was bred to *Sir Greysteel. 

While comparatively small in numbers, Mrs. 
Heighe’s stud excels in quality, and with reason- 
able luck she seems assured of attaining her am- 
bition to carry on where her uncle left off and 
to produce the kind of stakes winners he did. 


NOTE BY MATCHEM: The foal by Polydor— 
*Zenoia may be a fair sprinter. There is about 
one chance in a hundred that it will run well at 
distances beyond a mile. There is nothing wrong 
with such close inbreeding if one has the services 
of superb individuals, and I suppose, from the 
fact that the mating has been made, that Mrs. 
Heighe considers she is dealing with just such 
individuals.

NOTES FROM FRANCE 
ECENT mails from Paris brought THE BLoop- 
HORSE a number of racing programs, news- 
paper racing reports and marginal notes from 
Col. William (Palmer House) Ryan, of Chicago, 
who has been in France again this year since the 
latter part of April. He appears to be having 
some success racing his horses and in picking 
long shots. For instance, he backed Cappiello 
to win the Prix Lupin at Longchamps, on May 
28, which this 3-year-old chestnut son of Apelle 
from Kopje, by Spion Kop, did, at odds of 342 to 
10. Colonel Ryan, however, says Thor, which 
finished second, should have won. He ran green- 
ly. The third horse at the finish was Vareuse. 
The winner is the property of Lady Granard. 
Le Grand Cyrus was the favorite, but finished 
out of the money. The Prix Lupin is an im- 
portant produce race for 3-year-olds at 2,100 
metres (about 114, miles) and had a gross value 
of 429,414 francs. Apelle, sire of Cappiello, car- 
ries two crosses each of St. Simon, Bend Or and 
Hampton. Kopje is inbred to Gallinule. Her sire 
is a son of Spearmint and her dam, Dutch Mary, 
is a daughter of Pretty Polly. 

The Paris edition of the New York Herald, in 
announcing May 29 the withdrawal of Rodosto as 
a starter for the Derby in England, quoted Prin- 
cess de Faucigny-Lucinge, the colt’s owner, as 
follows: ‘‘Rodosto fell last Thursday in a street 
in Epsom, frightened by photographers, and 
strained a muscle, so I am obliged to retire him. 
He is not permanently lame, and I am having 
him brought back to France in two or three days. 
It’s awful, a terrible disappointment to me.” 

The Princess stated that she never bets on 
horses herself, but that she regretted very much 
if many persons lost through failure of Rodosto 
to start. 

Colonel Ryan had 1,000 francs win and place 
on Ange Pitou, which won the Prix de Port 
Marly, a handicap at St. Cloud May 27 and paid 
180 for 5, which is to say 35 to 1. Ange Pitou 


is owned by Jean Stern and is a 4-year-old bay 
horse by Scaramouche out of Amalafreda. 


Bush, a negro rider from the United States, 
mounted on Le Solitaire, a 4-year-old chestnut 
horse by Sardanapale—Strange Star, by Sunstar, 
owned by Adrien Heuze, won the Grande Course 
de Haies d’Enghien May 27. The race had a 
gross value of 107,200 francs and was about 2 3-8 
miles. 


The total turnover in pari-mutuels at Saint 
Cloud on May 22 was 5,799,925 francs, of which 
2,292,180 francs came to the course from the 
Pari-Mutuel Urbain, the pari-mutuel stations in 
the city of Paris and its environs. This means 
that approximately 39 per cent of the money 
came from sources away from the track. Law- 
makers of the states which have licensed pari- 
mutuel betting in this country could, THE BLOOpD- 
HORSE thinks, well afford to take example from 
the French action and derive some revenue from 
betting that is being done in handbooks through- 
out the country. This could be arranged, as in 
France, by placing pari-mutuel stations at vari- 
ous points in cities throughout the state. Hand- 
books pay nothing to the state for their opera- 
tion, except when they are fined after trials in 
court for violation of the law. 


Colonel Ryan’s Masked Parade, 4-year-old 
chestnut filly by Parth out of Masketting, fin- 
ished fourth in the Prix de Ville-d’Avray on May 
25, with an apprentice boy up. After the race 
he said that he thought she was about ready to 
win. We may hear of him scoring heavily over 
her victory. Parthia, belonging to A. K. Ma- 
comber, a 3-year-old sister to Masked Parade, 
won the Prix Indus at St. Cloud May 22. 


The seventh race on the card at Enghien May 
20 was for trotters. Colonel Ryan went to the 
paddock to see two of the starters which were 
bred in Kentucky, namely Mambrino Britton and 
Locke Bunter. A trotting man told him the race 
was between numbers 5, 10 and 16 on the pro- 
gram. He played all three and number 5, Garv- 
roche IV, was the winner and paid 147.50 for 5 
francs. Farceur X, number 10, was third and 
Amazonia B., number 16, was last. Colonel 
Ryan says “the American horses looked good, 
but much smaller than the French, and raced 
well, Mambrino Britton being second into the 
stretch, where he broke. These horses are in 
good hands, J. Humerau has them.” 


Colonel Ryan says that Queen of Scots is one 
of the best 3-year-old fillies of the year in 
France. She is owned by Clement Hobson, owner 
of Ciros and Ambassadeurs, prominent restau- 
rants in Paris, also owner of a big farm near 
Deauville, and a gentleman who writes entertain- 
ingly under the pen name Faraway in Horse and 
Hound (London). Mr. Hobson is the breeder of 
Lands End, by Pondoland, out of Huntsend, the 
4-year-old winner of the Grand Steeplechase 
d’Enghien, property of Arthur Veil-Picard. 

One of the good 3-year-olds in France is 
Scolopax, winner of the Prix Matchem. He is by 
Zionist out of Becassine, by Pilliwinkie. 

At the end of May, L. Robert led the trainers 
in France with 23 winners. Charles Barill, F. 
Carter and H. Harper had 14 winners each. C. H. 
Semblat was the leading jockey with 32 winners 
to his credit while W. Johnson was second with 
31 winners and A. Rabbe third with 30. G. Du- 
forez had ridden 22 winners and R. Brethes 20. 
The American rider Guy Garner had two wins 
out of 16 mounts, Lucien Lyne, former Lexing- 
tonian, had ridden one winner out of nine, and 
Matt McGee, of Covington, Ky., had one winner 
in six.

BELMONT PARK. 

HE sport which the Westchester Racing Asso- 

ciation furnished at Belmont Park during 
the last two weeks has been most entertaining 
for the public and most expensive for the pro- 
moters. How much the loss has been THE BLOOD- 
HORSE has not been informed, but it is certain 
to have been large. The program of rich stakes, 
all concentrated’in the first two weeks of the 
session, ended Saturday, June 10, when the 
Belmont Stakes, National Stallion Stakes and 
Meadowbrook Steeplechase Handicap were run 
before a crowd of 15,000. 

For the last five days of the meeting, ending 
Friday, June 16, there are no stakes, all the 
fixtures having been put in the first two weeks 
so that, if the management desired, it could call 
off the last week of racing. It appears, however, 
that the extra five days may prove more profit- 
able than those which had stakes. Purses of 
$600 to $800 are being offered this week. The 
total distribution for five days will be $20,000, 
daily average $4,000, six races daily. Sportsmen 
are doing their best to help the management 
retrieve some of its losses, and good programs 
are expected. 

The only day of the first two weeks on which 
there was no stakes race offered was Monday, 
June 5, originally an ‘‘open date’”’ in the Belmont 
calendar, but later scheduled as a charity day of 
racing for the benefit of unemployed newspaper 
people. John J. Coakley, secretary and treasurer 
of the Westchester Racing Association, an- 
nounced that the net proceeds of the day, after 
all expenses were deducted, were $4,800. 

Saturday, June 17, the scheduled 18 days of 
racing at Aqueduct get under way, with the 
Queens County Handicap as the inaugural 
feature. 


$4,000 HORSE WINS $49,490. 

Wednesday, June 7, Joseph E. Widener’s 
Hurryoff won a one-mile claiming race at Belmont 
Park, beating Apprehensive easily by three 
lengths. He could have been claimed that day 
for $4,000, but no one was willing to take the 
chance. The fact that he won easily and that in 
his last two previous races he had closed fast 
probably led Trainer Henry McDaniel to the con- 
clusion that he had a chance of winning the 
sixty-fifth Belmont Stakes, to be run the follow- 
ing Saturday, June 10, for the richest purse of 
the year for 3-year-olds. Mr. Widener’s Golden 
Way was not eligible for the big 112-mile fea- 
ture, since his breeder, F. Wallis Armstrong, had 
not nominated the John P. Grier colt in the fall 
of 1930, when the nominations closed. The fact 
that Golden Way, considered the best colt in the 
barn, was not eligible for the Belmont probably 
was the reason Mr. Widener had the opportunity 
after the race of leading in the winner of the 
great race for the second time (his first winner 
was Chance Shot, in 1926). 

Hurryoff, ridden by Mack Garner, came to the 
finish with his ears pricked, a little better than a 
length and a half ahead of Marshall Field’s 
Nimbus. The latter, equal choice in the betting 
with C. V. Whitney’s The Darb, each at 13 to 5, 
was five lengths in front of Morton L. Schwartz’s 
Union, which had been the sufferer in a most 
obvious (but officially unseen) foul. Union, a 
brother to Gusto and half-brother to Clock 
Tower, just managed to finish a neck ahead of 
The Darb. Four other starters, Sun Apollo,

Pompoleon, Dark Winter, Repaid, were lapped 
on one another six lengths behind The Darb. 
Down the course, eased up, was the Wheatley 
Stable’s Utopian. He had broken down. 


The Belmont Stakes of 1933 brought only a 
moderate field to the post, past performances 
considered. The Darb, winner of the Withers 
and of two valuable 2-year-old stakes, appeared 
the class of the field, but was not backed confi- 
dently. It was feared the fast track might be 
to his disadvantage. The Greentree Stable’s 
Dynastic, another colt of class, was among the 
entries named overnight, but Trainer William 
Brennan scratched him out, fearing, perhaps, 
that the Suburban and Belmont in one week 
might be too much for a 3-year-old that had 
been sickly early in the year. 


It took nine minutes for Starter George Cas- 
sidy to get the nine colts off to a good start. 
Hurryoff, Dark Winter and Nimbus, especially 
the latter, a son of Stimulus and the good mare 
Nimba, by *War Cloud, caused most of the 
worry. Nimbus once gave the Kilmer horse a 
sharp thwack with his heels. When the field 
got on its way, Sun Apollo, a maiden brother to 
Sun Beau racing for W. S. Kilmer and coupled 
with Dark Winter, set out to make the early 
pace, with W. R. Coe’s Pompoleon second. Sun 
Apollo drew out two lengths in the lead, Pom- 
poleon following, a length ahead of Dark Winter. 
The Darb, away well, and ridden by A. Robert- 
son, was well lapped on Dark Winter. The others 
were all far back. Last of all was Utopian, and 
it was obvious that something had happened to 
the son of *St. Germans. When half a mile had 
been finished Sun Apollo was still leading and 
Pompoleon and Dark Winter were half-lapped 
on him. The Darb was fourth. Hurryoff was 
last of all, except Utopian, but was well in hand. 
As they approached the second turn Robertson 
tried to get through on the rail with The Darb. 
It was a blind alley and he lost ground getting 
out of the pocket. On the wide turn the fore, 
and hind parts of the field suddenly merged, and 
just before they turned into the long stretch 
for the run home, six horses were running 
lapped, Pompoleon, Dark Winter, Sun Apollo, 
The Darb, Union and Nimbus. Cavalry-style they 
swung into the stretch, the line extending half 
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across the track. Two or more lengths back of 
this formidable-looking front came the red and 
white stripes of the Westchester Racing Asso- 
ciation’s president, borne by Hurryoff. Repaid 
and Utopian were far back, out of it. Robertson 
now called on The Darb, and the Whitney colors 
flashed to the front and daylight opened up be- 
hind the *St. Germans colt, running well out 
from the rail. But challenges came thick and 
fast. Silvio Coucci sat down to give Union a 
stout ride and the son of American Flag, down 
by the inner rail, spurted to the front. But with 
him moved Nimbus, doing his best under Work- 
man’s powerful right arm. Nimbus drove to the 
front, but just as he headed Union, about a fur- 
long from the finish, he weakened suddenly and 
swerved into Union, slamming him against the 
rail. Coucci’s left foot was ground between 
horse and rail. The terrific bumping rendered 
horse and rider powerless. Union slipped back. 
Nimbus struggled on, but not to victory. Mack 
Garner had found unexpected strength in his 
mount as the field raced through the last quar- 
ter. Hurryoff was fourth at the eighth pole, but 
running better than anything else in the race. 
He went by The Darb, then the unfortunate 
Union, and finally stepped by Nimbus and drew 
out to win by a length and a half. 


Coucci, faint with pain, fell from Union after 
the finish, rather than dismounted. He was car- 
ried to the jockey quarters in the starter’s wagon 
to weigh in. The foul against his mount had 
been plain to thousands and, though it was 
recognized as unintentional, a claim for disquali- 
fication was expected. Coucci asked Clerk of 
the Scales Albert Burlen to notify the stewards 
of his claim of foul. Max Hirsch, trainer of 
Union, hurried to the jockey quarters to make 
sure such a claim would be registered. Mr. Bur- 
len assured him the claim had been telephoned 
to the stewards’ stand. They waited for the 
stewards to arrive, but the officials did not ap- 
pear. They had already ordered up the red 
board making the result official. The only ex- 
planation given was that there had been a mis- 
understanding on the telephone message. 

The time, :23 4-5, :48, 1:13 3-5, 1:38 4-5, 
2:05 4-5, 2:32 3-5, track fast, was a fifth of a 
second better than Faireno’s last year. Distri- 
bution of the $25,000 added stakes was $49,490 
to first, $7,500 to second, $3,000 to third, $1,000 
to fourth, $2,000 to Mr. Widener as nominator of 
the winner, $1,000 to Mr. Field as nominator of 
the second, and $500 to Mr. Schwartz as nomi- 
nator of the third. The winner’s odds opened at 
10-1 and closed at 15-1 by Daily Racing Form’s 
account, but other pricemakers had him opening 
at 8-1 and closing at 12-1. 

The 2-year-old career of Hurryoff was brief. 
He made only three starts, won one, was once 
third and once unplaced, earning $700. His first 
start was at Belmont Park, September 10, when 
he finished sixth in a 512-furlong maiden race. 
Next out, a week later, September 17, at Belmont 
Park, he won a six-furlong maiden race in 
1:13 3-5, over a good track. Among those he 
defeated that day was Nimbus. His last start 
at two was September 23 at Havre de Grace, 
when he finished third to Snaplock and Royal 
Blunder at six furlongs. 

His victory in the Belmont Stakes marked his 
fourth start this season. He was third in his 
first two tries, both races being six-furlong 
allowance events. His third start was a mile 
claiming race at Belmont Park, June 7, which 


he won by three lengths from Apprehensive and 
Teralice. His total earnings are $50,765. 
*Blue Glass, dam of Hurryoff, was bred by 
the late Major August Belmont at his stud in 
France, and was imported in 1918 as a yearling. 
She did not race. She was mated with Fair Play 
when she was 3 years old and the produce was 
Blind Play, winner of the Mount Kisco Stakes, 
Delaware, Pierrepont and Scarsdale Handicaps 
and now a sire heading the establishment of the 
Velie Stud at Blue Springs, Mo. The following 
year she produced the filly Blue-Fly, a non- 
winner which so far has not produced a winner. 
*Blue Glass was barren in 1923, and the next 
year she foaled Broadside, winner of the Ben Ali 
and Independence Handicaps and sire of two 2- 
year-old winners this season from his first crop. 
He stands at Lucas B. Combs’ Runner’s Rest 
Farm, near Lexington. In 1925 *Blue Glass was 
sold at the dispersal of August Belmont’s Nurs- 
ery Stud, and with a colt foal by Grey Lag, 
later known as Hippias, a winner, she was 
knocked down to A. J. Joyner, for the account 
of J. E. Widener, for $27,000. Mr. Widener then 
mated her with *Stefan the Great, but she 
missed. In 1927 she produced a filly by Fair 
Play, named Triplex, now in the stud. The fol- 
lowing year she foaled Novelist, a good winner 
and also second in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes, 
United States Hotel Stakes, third in the Hopeful 
and Richard Johnson Stakes. In 1929 her foal 
died and in 1930 she produced Hurryoff. She 
missed in 1931 and 1933, but has a yearling black 
colt by *Sickle. *Blue Glass is half-sister to the 
stakes winner and sire *Hourless and How Fair 
(Coaching Club American Oaks and producer), 
and to the winners *Good Time and *Hour Hand 
(dam of the stakes winner Horologe). The next 
dam, Hour Glass II was sister to High Rock and 
Haute Roche (dam of High Star and grandam 
of Makalu and Begorra) and half-sister to Ris- 
ing Glass, winner Jockey Ciub, Doncaster Stakes 
and other races and second in the Derby, St. 
Leger, Ascot Gold Cup and Eclipse Stakes. 


EQUIPOISE WINS THE SUBURBAN. 


The Equipoise of 1933 is in a class apart from 
his contemporaries. Neither weight nor dis- 
tance limits him sufficiently for his opposition 
to have more than a nominal chance of beating 
him. In the forty-seventh running of _ the 
famous Suburban Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 114 miles) at Belmont Park 
June 7, he took up 132 pounds, conceded from 
11 to 25 pounds to his six opponents and won 
with ease in 2:02, the fastest time in the history 
of the race, excepting only the doubtful 2:00 of 
Whisk Broom IT in 19138. Few horses, if any, in 
American racing, have proved better all-round 
racers than Equipoise. He was a great 2-year- 
old, though he sometimes met his match. He 
was laid up with injuries at three, when most of 
our good horses have their greatest opportunities. 
At four he established himself as a champion, 
though obliged to do most of his racing in han- 
dicaps, a department which some of our cham- 
pions (e.g., Man o’ War, Gallant Fox) have side- 
stepped. At five it appears there is no horse in 
North America within 20 pounds of his class. 
The summer’s racing may Gevelop such a one, of 
course, but he is not with us now. 

In the Suburban, still one of the greatest races 
of the country, despite the fact that its value 
can not be compared with that of our infantile 
Futurities and adolescent Derbys, Equipoise was 
favorite at 2 to 5. Others in the race were laid 
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at odds ranging from 10-1 to 30-1. The start 
was effected almost immediately after the horses 
arrived at the post, Equipoise having become a 
tame horse after three years of fighting assist- 
ant starters. Blenheim (120) broke on top, with 
Equipoise second, but W. R. Coe’s Osculator 
(107), America’s second-place champion, soon 
bounded to the front and opened up a lead of 
two lengths. For three-quarters of a mile the 
lightly-weighted Pompey colt, ridden by A. 
Robertson, held his two-length lead and set a 
furious pace, with Blenheim second and Mrs. 
John Hay Whitney's Stepenfetchit (111) at the 
heels of the Wheatley Stable horse. Equipoise, 
on the outside, was lapped on Stepenfetchit and 
running under a hard pull from the strong arms 
of Raymond Workman. Osculator, running a 
fine race, went into the wide turn still holding 
a clear lead. Blenheim and Stepenfetchit were 
now weakening. As they dropped back Work- 
man allowed Equipoise to move up slightly on 
the leader. They swung into the stretch with 
Osculator still leading, a small patch of day- 
light separating him from the Whitney horse. 
The first mile was done in 1:36 and Osculator 
cracked. Workman gave Equipoise an inch or 
two more of rein, and in an instant, just after 
they passed the eighth pole, the Whitney colors 
were in front and in the clear. When his mount 
was about three lengths in the lead Workman’s 
head turned to right and to left. There was no 
threat, so he began taking up again. Equipoise 
cantered over the finish line two lengths ahead 
of Osculator. The Coe 4-year-old was six lengths 
ahead of James Butler’s Apprentice (112), which 
had passed the tired Stepenfetchit and Blenheim 
in the stretch to get third money, beating Step- 
enfetchit a neck. Blenheim, two lengths back, 
just headed Larranaga (121), which had been 
blocked when he attempted to come through in 
the stretch. Last of all, six lengths back of 
_zarranaga, came the Greentree Stable’s Dynastic 
(3-y-o, 110), making his first start of the year 
and conceding weight, on the scale, to everything 
in the race except the winner. He showed no 
speed at any time. 

Workman, who won last year’s Suburban with 
*White Clover II, brought the winner back to 
the stand to receive an ovation from the crowd. 
Equipoise, unbeaten in three starts this year, 
had run a race which again marned him as one 
of the great horses of American Turf history. 
He had moved his total earnings up to $285,560. 
Another stakes win will allow him to pass Mate 
and take fourth place on the list of leading 
American money-winners. The time for the

SATION’S SWIFT STAKES. 

George D. Widener’s Sation, a non-starter at 
two because his shins bucked repeatedly, is 
proving himself a horse of some class. In two 
starts at three he has won two stakes races. For 
the thirty-third running of the Swift Stakes 
($1,500 added, 3-year-olds, seven furlongs) at 
Belmont Park June 6, the track was muddy from 
a hard rain of the previous night. Five opposed 
the Galetian colt, among them the H. C. Phipps 
entry, De Valera (112) and Balios (122). Sation, 
however, under 109 pounds, closed favorite at 
8 to 5, the Phipps entry second choice at 11 to 5, 
though the latter had opened favorite at 8 to 5. 
Sation’s previous win of the Hollis Claiming 
Stakes had been in heavy going, and it was plain 
he did well on that sort of track. He lived up to 
expectations, leading all the way and winning 
handily, by a length and a half, under A. Robert- 
son’s riding. The two Phipps sprinters took 
turns at trying to run down the leader and were 
so weakened at the end that E. R. Bradley’s Bold 
Lover (114) came from behind and took second 
money, a length and a half ahead of De Valera. 
Balios was another two lengths to the rear. Pom- 
ponius (114) and Illusive (109) were the others.

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EDELWEISS BEST IN THE OAKS. 


The seventeenth running of the Coaching Club 
American Oaks ($3,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
1 3-8 miles), at Belmont Park Friday, June 9, 
drew a field of five smart young ladies. E. R. 
Bradley’s Barn Swallow (121), which had won 
the Kentucky Oaks and her only other start of 
the year, opened favorite at 4 to 5. The Wheat- 
ley Stable entry of Iseult (121) and Edelweiss 
(114) opened at 6 to 5, but the weight of money 
was on the entry, and after the readjustment of 
odds the players on the Belmont lawn had their 
choice, Bradley or Wheatley, even money against 
either. There were two others, the Greentree 
Stable’s Welcome Gift (114) and Easy Day 
(121). Against this entry 15 to 1 was steadily 
available. 

Edelweiss, ridden by John Gilbert, and Barn 
Swallow, with Donald Meade up (his first mount 
since being set down for his Kentucky Derby 
ride), broke in the lead, but both took back and 
allowed “Hank” Mills to go to the front with 
Iseult. The daughter of *Sir Gallahad IIT had 
Welcome Gift at her heels for a quarter, then 
drew away into a three-length lead by the time 
the field had gone half a mile. Barn Swallow 
wanted to run through the early stages, and 
Meade had a hard time keeping her restrained 
to third place. Easy Day made an early run, 
along the inner rail, and briefly displaced Barn 
Swallow in third place after about six furlongs 
had been run. As they left the backstretch, 
however, Meade allowed Barn Swallow to run 
and she shot past the others and took the lead 
from Iseult. At the three-eighths pole Barn 
Swallow was leading by two lengths, Iseult sec- 
ond by two, Easy Day third, with only her head 
in front of Edelweiss. The latter was now given 
her head for the first time and soon went into 
second place behind the Bradley filly. Meade 
sat still on the daughter of Black Servant. The 
filly appeared to have the race won. At the 
eighth pole she was still a length and a half in 
front. Then suddenly Meade came to the realiza- 
tion that the race was not over, that something 
was coming up behind—fast. He began driving 
again, and got the filly going well, but it was 
no use. Edelweiss, Gilbert riding with hand and 
heel, stepped by and drew away to a lead of 
three lengths at the finish. Barn Swallow fin- 
ished six lengths ahead of Welcome Gift, which 
beat Easy Day a head for third money. Iseult 
was last, seven lengths away. She had not been 
ridden hard after her pacemaking work caused 
her to stop.

The Wheatley Stable (Mrs. H. C. Phipps and 
her brother), purchased Helvetia for $15,000 out 
of the dispersal of the stud of James Cox Brady 
in March, 1928.

Despite the fact that he had made only one 
start in the last two and a half years, Joseph E. 
Widener’s Arc Light (160), 9-year-old son of 
*Archaic, was backed into odds-on favoritism 
for the eighteenth running of the Meadowbrook 
Steeplechase Handicap ($1,500 added, 4-year- 
olds and up, about 215 miles) at Belmont Park 
June 10. He jumped as well as in his earlier 
days, but had less “lick” than was expected.

BLACK BUDDY’S NATIONAL STALLION. 


The Greentree Stable’s Black Buddy proved, in 
winning the twenty-first running of the National 
Stallion Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, five 
furlongs, Widener Course) at Belmont Park 
June 10, that he has not only speed but courage. 
With Silvio Coucci in the saddle, he went to the 
post a 3-to-4 favorite for the rich fixture, in 
which colts carry 122 pounds, fillies 119. Off in 
the lead, he escaped the interference which oc- 
curred when Aunt Flor, the only filly in the race, 
swerved out from her inside post position and 
impeded Chicstraw, Sir Thomas and Fogbound. 
The latter, carrying the C. V. Whitney colors 
and ridden by R. Workman, recovered quickly 
and followed the leader closely. With a quarter- 
mile to go Black Buddy had a lead of a length 
and a half, but under Workman’s hard driving 
Fogbound gained steadily until just inside the 
eighth pole the two were on even terms, four 
lengths ahead of George D. Widener’s Chicstraw. 
Black Buddy proved the stouter. He fought off 
the challenge of the son of Mad Hatter and drew 
away again in the last sixteenth, winning by two 
lengths. Fogbound finished no less than eight 
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lengths ahead of A. B. Gordon's Sir Thomas, a 
*Sir Gallahad III maiden which had suffered con- 
siderably from the interference at the start.

DEATH OF JAMES F. JOHNSON. 


James F.. Johnson, 63, New York business man, 
long famous as the owner of the Quincy Stable, 
the most important member of which at the 
present time is the 3-year-old Repaid, died June 
12, following a long illness. He is survived by 
three sons and three daughters. Mr. Johnson 
had been a prominent figure on the American 
Turf for many years, and until the period of 
depression began he generally raced a large 
string and was a valued and consistent patron of 
Kentucky breeders. In 1914 he won the West- 
chester Racing Association’s Futurity at Bel- 
mont Park with Trojan, and he had achieved 
many other successes with horses carrying his 
colors. At the peak of its fame the Quincy 
Stable had three trainers—James Fitzsimmons, 
Stephen Lawler and Frank Herold. 

Mr. Johnson figured as one of the principals 
in a sensational episode in 1921. In 1918 Trainer 
Fitzsimmons was commissioned by Mr. Johnson 
to visit Kentucky and purchase some weanlings. 
He gathered 24, nine of which were the product 
of August Belmont’s Nursery Stud, for a total 
outlay of $42,000. The Redstone Stable bought 
seven of those purchases for $72,000, they being 
Sporting Blood, Billy McLaughlin, Devastation, 
Monastery, Wrecker, Sailing B. and Vice Regal. 
The following year J. E. Davis bought two, 
Prodigy and Dough Girl. Among those retained 
in the Quincy Stable were Playfellow (own 
brother to Man o’ War and My Play), Knobbie 
(winner Babylon Handicap), Sunny Jim and 
Joan Marie. 

Playfellow was a flop as a 2-year-old. From 
nine starts he failed to win, was second three, 
third twice and earned only $800. The following 
spring, however, he worked sensationally and 
gave promise of brilliancy in racing. On June 1, 
1921, he earned his first brackets. He defeated 
Ten Buttons and others as if he was a champion 
and completed his mile easing up in 1:37 1-5. 
On June 4 he won at a mile in 1:36 4-5, merely 
cantering six lengths in front of Court View. 
The following day in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York) John I. Day commented: “No one 
need be surprised if Playfellow, the full brother 
to Man o’ War, turns out to be almost as much 
of a sensation as his elder and distinguished 
brother ....” On June 8 it was announced 
that James Fitzsimmons had turned down offers 
of $100,000 from three sources for Playfellow and 
that he had put the price at $125,000. On June 
17, after Grey Lag’s victory in the Brooklyn 
Handicap, S. C. Hildreth, acting for Harry Sin- 
clair, owner of Rancocas Stud, went to Trainer 
Fitzsimmons and bought Playfellow and Knob- 
bie, the former for $115,000 and the latter for 
$25,000. Mr. Hildreth started him the following 
day in the Carlton Stakes and finished first and 
second, after having declared to win with Knob- 
bie. It was evident that Playfellow could have 
won, since he was eased up to finish second. 
The good filly Careful was five lengths behind 
Playfellow at the finish and Broomspun broke 
down in that race. In an overnight Handicap, 
Playfellow, conceding weight to Fair Gain and 
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Thunderstorm, weakened in the stretch and fin- 
ished third to those two. Messrs. Hildreth and 
Sinclair had bet a chunk of money on Playfellow, 
taking 7 to 10 for it. 

This so upset Mr. Hildreth that he and his em- 
ployer set about to check up on the cause, and 
they determined that Playfellow was a cribber. 
Demand was made on Mr. Johnson for return of 
the purchase price. He and Trainer Fitzsim- 
mons maintained that the cribbing charge was 
not justified and the demand was refused, where- 
upon a suit was instituted and in the end Mr. 
Johnson had to return the money and take back 
the horse. Playfellow is now in the stud at the 
Benton Farm of Daniel C. Sands at Middle- 
burg, Va. 

In 1931 Mr. Johnson attended the dispersal 
sale of Harry Sinclair’s Rancocas Stud and 
bought for $1,200 the yearling colt by Kai-Sang 
out of Granny, by Sweep. He liked him so well 
and believed in him so strongly that he named 
him Repaid, feeling that he would return to him 
the money figuring in the Playfellow incident. 
Repaid earned $13,515 at two, and has not earned 
anything from his four starts this year. 


CON AMORE SPONGED. 

J. W. Y. Martin’s Con Amore probably would 
have been favorite for the fourth race at Bel- 
mont Park June 12, had she gone to the post. 
She was withdrawn from the overnight entries 
after it was discovered on the morning of the 
race that a silk sponge had been thrust far up 
one of her nostrils. Trainer A. Hutchins noted 
that the mare appeared “not herself,’ and called 
a veterinarian, who removed the sponge and 
found an obstruction in the other nostril but 
was unable to get at it. The case was turned 
over to a private detective agency, and if the 
offender is apprehended, he may be dealt with 
sternly, as sponging a horse is now a felony in 
New York State. 


SELLING STEEPLECHASE. 

The Highlander Steeplechase of June 6 at Bel- 
mont Park was run under selling conditions. 
After the race the winner, *Irish Bullet, owned 
by James Simpson, Jr., of Chicago, entered to be 
sold for $2,000, was put up at auction and pur- 
chased by F. Ambrose Clark for $2,800. Of this 
amount $2,000 goes to Mr. Simpson. The other 
$800 is not being disposed of as provided in Rule 
170 which says ‘‘any surplus shall go to the Asso- 
ciation to be added to the overnight events of the 
second day following the sale,” but is being 
placed in a charity fund. 
NATIONAL ANTHEM. 

The Brookmeade Stable’s National Anthem, 2- 
year-old colt by American Flag—Golden Melody, 
by *Mont d’Or II, made his first start in a five- 
furlong race at Belmont Park, Tuesday, June 13, 
and won, with Koterito second and *Soon Over 
third. National Anthem was purchased out of 
the Saratoga yearling sales last year for $5,000. 
He was the only yearling consigned to the sales 
by Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, Lexington veterinar- 
ian, who has this year a yearling filly by *Golden 
Broom out of Golden Melody. 


MR. WAGGONER IS BETTER. 

W. T. Waggoner, master of Three D’s Stock 
Farm, who was recently stricken at his home in 
Fort Worth, Texas, is this week reported to be 
improving. He is conscious, but not able to talk. 
However, he is making an encouraging fight. 


THE THREE-YEAR-OLDS 


By T. B. C. 

URRYOFF’S victory in the Belmont Stakes 

last Saturday further complicates the situa- 
tion as regards the 3-year-olds of 1933. It 
heightens interest in the Dwyer Stakes (June 
24), the Latonia Derby (July 1) and the Classic 
at Arlington (July 15). Perhaps, when these 
events have been decided, we may have a clearer 
idea as to which of the foals of 1930 is to become 
the best performer this year. I was about to 
say the outstanding performer, but, in the ver- 
nacular of the race track, “there won’t be no 
such animal.” Hurryoff was making the seventh 
start of his career in the Belmont Stakes (Mack 
Garner was his rider in each of the seven) and 
the sum total of his performances is three wins, 
three thirds, once (first time out) unplaced. His 
starting price for these seven races averages ap- 
proximately $7.30 to $1. Prior to the Belmont, 
his longest distance had been one mile, in 1:39 
over a fast track and his highest weight (carried 
over that mile) 116 pounds. In the Belmont he 
ran 14% miles with 126 pounds up and did the 
distance in 2:32 3-5, the first mile in 1:38 4-5. 
One of his winning races was over a good track 
and the other two over fast tracks. Prior to 
the Belmont he had raced with no particularly 
good horses. His previous race, the mile event 
on June 7, had been a $4,000 claiming event and 
he has the distinction, if it is a distinction, of 
having been the only runner for the Belmont 
which had ever been entered in a claiming race. 
Last Saturday he seems to have had Nimbus, 
Union, The Darb, Sun Apollo, Pompoleon, Dark 
Winter, Repaid and Utopian, drunk behind him 
under equal weights. There is no denying that 
he was the best horse that day. He has given 
evidence of fancy for a route but I would prefer 
to see him race again at the distance before 
pronouncing him a qualified stayer. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Khayyam 
won four of his five starts this year, his most 
recent victory being his 114 miles in 2:04 1-5 
under 121 pounds in the American Derby at 
Washington Park, June 3, I doubt if the son of 
*Omar Khayyam—Alice Foster would have been 
equal to the task of defeating Hurryoff at level 
weights (126 pounds) at Belmont Park last Sat- 
urday. I doubt if Mr. Khayyam can beat Hurry- 
off that way weighted at that distance on any 
Saturday, if Hurryoff continues to display as 
much class as he suddenly evidenced to triumph 
in the Belmont Stakes. 

Prior to the running of the Wood Memorial, I 
was of the opinion that Head Play, winner of 
the Preakness Stakes (1 3-16 miles in 2:02 over 
the sloppy Pimlico track) would go on to an un- 
interrupted achievement of the honors for his 
age this year. His defeat in the Wood by Mr. 
Khayyam and De Valera (1 mile and 70 yards 
1:42 3-5, over Jamaica fast track), I attributed 
to dulling of his speed by an all too fast exercise 
trial. It was noted at the time that he was a 
very difficult animal to rate and there was fur- 
ther evidence in this in a trial just prior to the 
running of the American Derby, in which he was 
decisively beaten by Mr. Khayyam. I have every 
confidence that T. P. Hayes, Head Play's capable 
trainer, profiting by these experiences, will find 
the solution prior to the Classic. In that event 


we may expect Head Play to retrieve his lost 
prestige. 

The Darb’s flashy performance in the sloppy 
running for the Withers Stakes May 30, when 
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he won easily by three lengths in 1:39 from 
Golden Way, Dark Winter, Kerry Patch, Utopian, 
De Valera, Projectile, Repaid, Clarify and Boiler- 
maker, was responsibie for his going to the post 
equal choice with Nimbus for the Belmont 
Stakes. Had that race been differently run, The 
Darb might have won. Always forward in the 
running he was taken back on the far turn and 
then was so badly blocked that he was forced 
to go to the outside, but he entered the stretch 
leading Pompoleon by a head. He had taken 
command with a rush but was outrun by Hurry- 
off, Nimbus and Union to the finish. The fast 
track and the mile and a half, however, appear 
to have been most the matter with The Darb. 
He unquestionably does best in sloppy or muddy 
going. 

Okapi, winner of the Toboggan Handicap (six 
furlongs in 1:11 2-5, 104 pounds), doesn’t call 
for much. Sweeprush, winner of the Illinois 
Derby (1 1-8 miles, in 2:08, track heavy), is a 
high-class selling plater and the same may be 
said of Fair Rochester and Col. Hatfield, which 
were second and third to him in that event. 
Charley O., winner of the Florida Derby (1 1-8 
miles in 1:49 3-5), third in the Kentucky Derby 
to Brokers Tip and Head Play, and fifth in the 
American Derby to Mr. Khayyam, Head Play, 
Fair Rochester and Bamboula, appears to have 
shot his bolt as far as stakes successes this year 
are concerned, unless he is given a rest in antici- 
pation of autumn events. Brokers Tip, the some- 
what unexpected winner of the Kentucky Derby, 
developed osselets during the running of the 
Preakness Stakes and is out of consideration 
perhaps for the entire year. There is a possi- 
bility that he may get back to racing in the 
autumn. 

Bertrano, after having trained well at Cold- 
stream Farm, Lexington, won his two starts at 
Jamaica and then began coughing, I understand. 
He is training well again. Misguide, in the Le 
Mar Stock Farm Stable at Chicago, is being 
pointed for the Classic at Arlington Park and 
should give a good account of himself in that 
race. Audley Farm’s Trace Call is another to 
bear in mind for that event. Golden Way may 
disclose himself to be an improving horse. 

As to the fillies, Swivel, due to sickness at 
Maryland, has been inactive and is still an un- 
known quantity. Good reports have come from 
the East concerning her improvement and she 
has been transferred to Arlington Park to be 
prepared for engagements there. At the begin- 
ning of the year many were of the opinion that 
this daughter of *Swift and Sure—Toddle would 
race brilliantly. Her 2-year-old performances 
justified that belief. At Top was the first of the 
fillies to display prominence this season, by 
winning the Jefferson Derby, Jefferson Park. She 
finished fourth to Head Play, Isaiah and Charley 
O. in a mile race at Churchill Downs and this 
gave her further distinction until Bright Bubble 
defeated her at seven furlongs, and on the next 
occasion, in the Kentucky Oaks, Barn Swallow 
won from her by two lengths, while she nosed 
out Bright Bubble for second place. In the 
Illinois Oaks she finished third five lengths be- 
hind Bamboula and Bright Bubble. 

Barn Swallow’s success in the Kentucky Oaks 
had followed a winning race (her first start this 
season), six furlongs in 1:13, in which she de- 
feated among others Esseff, Slapstick and 
Nituma. The Oaks victory (1 1-8 miles in 
1:38 2-5), was so impressive that westerners be- 
lieved Barn Swallow would win the Coaching 


Club American Oaks at Belmont Park last week 
and she went to the post equal choice with the 
Wheatley Stable pair, Edelweiss and Iseult. She 
was conceding seven pounds to Edelweiss and 
after having disposed of Iseult at the mile and 
having shown the way into the stretch was de- 
feated by Edelweiss, which had _ three-lengths 
margin at the finish. At level weights, Barn 
Swallow, in my opinion, would have won. 

Bamboula won three races at Agua Caliente 
and was second in the Agua Caliente Derby to 
Midshipman. Her only other victory this year 
was in the Illinois Oaks (1 1-8 miles in 1:58, 
heavy track), which she won very easily. 

Advising Anna, thus far undefeated, is one that 
must be given consideration in all calculations 
whether it be for racing with fillies exclusively 
or with fillies and colts. Technique has not 
raced as conspicuously as her 2-year-old per- 
formances appeared to forecast, but she may 
come forward prominently later. 


CANADA 


BLUE BONNETS AND LONG BRANCH. 

FTER the seven days of racing at Blue Bon- 

nets closed Saturday, June 10, Leo Dan- 
durand, managing director of the Montreal 
Jockey Club and associate of Joseph Cattarinich 
in various enterprises, announced that more than 
60,000 had been in attendance at the meeting, 
setting a new record for a Montreal race course. 
He stated that the crowd of Saturday, June 10, 
was 14,000, that the program of Saturday, June 
3, had been 12,000, and that on “fashion parade”’ 
day, there were 13,000 out. The other days, he 
said, averaged 5,000. Just what the association 
derived in revenue from these crowds was not 
stated, but we take it that the meeting at least 
broke even. Four-hundred-dollar purses pre- 
vailed throughout the meeting. Montreal has 
no more racing until Dorval Park opens June 24. 
A large part of the racing talent there travelled 
over to Connaught Park, Ottawa, for the meet- 
ing opening June 14. 

Long Branch holds the scene at Toronto. The 
meeting opened Wednesday, June 7, and closes 
Wednesday of this week. Big crowds are re- 
ported there also. The big day of the seven was 
last Saturday, when two $2,500 purses, the Cana- 
dian Breeders Handicap and Long Branch Handi- 
cap, were run off. Senator Donat Raymond’s 
Crofter, 3-year-old son of Cudgel, trained by 
F. H. Schelke and ridden by Frank Munden, won 
the former, with Spey Crest second and Syngo 
third in a field of Canadian-bred racers. The 
Long Branch Handicap fell to T. McCarthy’s 
Broadway Lights, by Broadway Jones, trained by 
S. White and ridden by John Mattioli. Dis Dat 
was second, Shady Well third. Both the races 
are at 1 1-6 miles. 

Toronto’s next meeting, at half-mile Dufferin 
Park, opens June 17.

LATONIA. 

ORSES from various points are arriving at 

Latonia for the summer meeting, June 24 to 
July 29. Among the earliest arrivals were the 
strings of William E. Smith, of Louisville, vice- 
chairman of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission and president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky, and Jerome B. Respess, of 
Erlanger, Ky., master of Highland Stock Farm. 
By the end of this week the strings of Auval 
(Jack) Baker, Col. R. L. Baker, Jesse Spencer, 
W. S. Bruce, Young Brothers, H. B. Reether, 
Arthur Hill, W. C. Goodloe, C. R. Valentine and 
T. C. Geary, now at Kentucky Association track, 
Lexington, are expected to be at Latonia. The 
strings of Theodore E. Mueller, member of the 
State Racing Commission and owner of Shady 
Brook Farm, Baylor O. Hickman, Coleman R. 
Miller, R. B. Brooks, F. P. Letellier, J. F. O'Neil 
and others are to be transferred from Louisville 
during this week. Perhaps the largest string to 
be sent from Chicago will be that trained by 
Howard Wells. Joe F. Patterson will send a di- 
vision of the Audley Farm Stable from Lincoln 
Fields. William Hurley will be at Latonia with 
his division of Col. E. R. Bradley’s horses. Walter 
Taylor will ship a string from Chicago, as will 
Jack G. Goode, who will have a division of J. W. 
Parrish’s horses. His father, John M. Goode, will 
take New Deal and Isaiah to Arlington Park 
after Lincoln Fields. Information at the Latonia 
Jockey Club offices on the first day of the present 
week was to the effect that applications for 
stable room are numerous. 


DEATH OF TOM DOLAN. 

Thomas F. Dolan, 68, died after a short illness 
at Louisville, Ky., June 8. His body was interred 
in St. Louis Cemetery, Louisville, in the after- 
noon of June 10. Mr. Dolan was a native of 
Louisville. Two sisters, his only survivors, live 
there. A graduate of the University of Ken- 
tucky, he settled in Lexington and began the 
practice of law here, giving attention also to 
management of estates. He had a fondness for 
Thoroughbred horses and some 30 years ago was 
the owner of Jean Bereaud and a small band of 
mares. He met with reverses, had to sell his 
horses and became without property or money. 
At this period of his life, he shot and killed 
Patrick Mooney, of the firm Klair and Mooney, 
proprietors of the Leland Hotel, Lexington, 
where he lived. After four trials, in which juries 
failed to find a verdict, he secured his freedom. 
Since that time until the close of the recent race 
meeting at Churchill Downs, he had been a pari- 
mutuel cashier on tracks in Kentucky and other 
states. 


SEEKING QUARTER HORSES. 

Heber Ellsworth, of Safford, Ariz., came to 
Lexington last week-end to buy a couple of 
young horses for development as quarter racers 
and also to secure one or two good-boned, strong 
Thoroughbreds suitable for rodeo work in roping 
exhibitions. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is in receipt of a letter 
from a reader in Texas who wants a Thorough- 
bred filly or mare that ‘is fast for a short dis- 
tance—-one that can do a quarter under 23 sec- 
onds and can keep her speed very well for half 
a mile. He wants her for quarter racing and to 
breed afterward. He says she “should be quiet 
and a good starter,’ adding: “Often these

matched quarter races are run without any time 
regulations as to the start, and some quarter 
horses are so well trained that they can hold 
the start for a long time and deal much ‘misery’ 
to a bad starter.’”’ Some person in the vicinity of 
Lexington who has a suitable filly or mare would 
do well to communicate the fact to THE BLOOD- 
HORSE. 


DADE PARK DATES. 


Announcement was made on Saturday last, 
June 10, by James Ellis, president of the Dade 
Park Jockey Club, that there will be 25 days 
racing at Dade Park, Henderson, Ky., near 
Evansville, Ind., beginning August 12 and end- 
ing September 9. At the time the Dade Park 
Jockey Club was granted license last spring by 
the State Racing Commission, these dates were 
in prospect and the Commission authorized 
Chairman Polk Laffoon to sanction them if and 
when they were formally requested. A meeting 
of the State Racing Commission is to be held 
early in July at Latonia at which time, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE is informed by Secretary Thomas 
R. Underwood, the action will be ratified. 


FONTAINE SELLS FARM. 
Hugh Fontaine, manager of W. R. Coe’s Sho- 
shone Stud, Lexington, last week sold to Robert 
N. Roche, Paris, Ky., and Buffalo, N. Y., his farm 
of 221 acres on the Iron Works Pike, near Lex- 
ington. Mr. Roche took possession this week and 
states that it is his intention to buy a few 
Thoroughbred horses. At present Col. Phil T. 
Chinn has a number of horses on the farm, the 
stables and pastures he had under lease, expir- 
ing July 1. Colonel Chinn is arranging for a new 
location for these stallions and mares, the ma- 
jority of which are owned by Dr. T. M. Cassidy 
and W. T. Anderson. 
JOHN BARRY SHANNON. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Barry Shannon, Idle 
Hour Farm, Lexington, are receiving congratula- 
tions on the birth of a son, John Barry Shannon, 
June 9. Mr. Shannon is manager of Idle Hour 
Farm and Col. E. R. Bradley’s financial repre- 
sentative. Here’s hoping the youngster will have 
as much interest in the production of Thorough- 
bred horses as his dad long has had and that he 
will, like his sire, become a consistent reader of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

HART SELLS TWO. 

Harry S. Hart has sold to J. A. Gormley the 
2-year-old bay fillies Palia, by Prince Pal— 
Domulalia, by Dominant, and Saxony Lass, by 
Saxon—Sentry Lass, by The Porter. The fillies 
are to be delivered to Mr. Gormley at Kentucky 
Association course from Tollie Young’s Creek- 
view Farm, Paris, Ky., this week. 


CHARNELL’S 100 PER CENT YEARS. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE erred in saying W. D. Evans, 
manager of Charnell Stock Farm, Georgetown, 
Ky., reported a 100 per cent record of foalings 
for “the second year in succession.” The 100 
per cent years were 1930 and 1933. 

DEATH OF BEAMING BEAUTY. 

Beaming Beauty, dam of Bubbling Over, died 
Thursday, June 8, at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Farm, Lexington. She was quite ill for 
about 24 hours before her death. A post-mortem 
examination revealed a twisted bowel. Beaming 
Beauty, foaled in 1917, was a bay daughter of 
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Sweep—Bellisario, by Hippodrome, of the Wood- 
bine branch of the No. 8 family. Not a regular 
producer, she had a few other foals, none of them 
near the class of the Kentucky Derby winner 
Bubbling Over. Her foal of this year is a fine 
filly by Blue Larkspur, nearly four months old. 


YEARLING JUDGING CONTEST. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America, at its 
meeting at the Lafayette Hotel Saturday, June 
10, heard and approved the conditions of a 
Thoroughbred yearling judging contest as drawn 
up by committee composed of J. A. Estes, Arthur 
Shutts and Brownell Combs. The club will hold 
its next meeting at the Lafayette at noon Fri- 
day, June 23 (the day before the opening at La- 
tonia), and immediately after the luncheon will 
proceed to the Greentree and C. V. Whitney 
farms and (tentatively) Dixiana. At each of 
these three farms those who enter the contest will 
inspect 10 yearlings (five colts, five fillies). 
From the total of 20 each contestant will pick 
his first three choices, graded first, second and 
third. The contestant whose first choice wins 
the most money in stakes and purses before 
December 1, 1934, will be awarded 80 per cent 
of the prize money. Twenty per cent will go to 
the runner-up. The second and third choices 
will be considered only in case of a tie. The 
prize will be made up of $10 added by the club 
and $1 entrance fee from each contestant. 
Thomas Piatt, president of the Thoroughbred 
Club, stated after the meeting that he would 
donate a trophy for the winner and “win it my- 
self.” The Club is taking great interest in the 
contest, probably the first of its kind in America, 
and a large number of entrants is expected. 

President Piatt introduced J. Clay Ward, 
Paris, Ky., as a new member of the organization. 


RACING FOR WASHINGTON. 

The reform element in the State of Washing- 
ton failed by 1,000 to secure the necessary 30,000 
signatures to a petition invoking a referendum 
against the recently enacted law legalizing bet- 
ting on horse races. The Secretary of State re- 
jected the petition. Racing now is assured. The 
meetings this year, however, are expected to be 
few and brief. 


DEATH OF JAMES M. MURPHY. 

James M Murphy, member of a family well 
known in American racing for many years, died 
at the age of 70 at the Kings-Way Hotel, St. 
Louis, Tuesday, June 6. He had suffered a heart 
attack the previous Saturday, shortly after ar- 
rival from his home in Miami, Fla., for a visit 
— relatives in St. Louis, where he formerly 
ived. 

Mr. Murphy became connected with the or- 
ganization of Col. E. R. Bradley in 1895. When 
Colonel Bradley gained control of the Fair 
Grounds race track at New Orleans he placed 
Mr. Murphy in charge as general manager. Four 
meetings at that course were under his direc- 
ion. He retired three years ago. 

The survivors include his widow, Mrs. Cora 
Murphy, five brothers, William J., Dennis T., 
Timothy M., John J. and Edward P. Murphy, and 
a sister, Miss Caroline Murphy. Another brother, 
Joseph P., now dead, was a_ successful com- 
missioner. Timothy Murphy has been racing 
secretary at Oriental Park since the present 
management took charge there and John J. 
Murphy is well known as a handicapper and 
price-maker.

BOYCE YEARLING SALE. 

EADERS of THE BLOOD-HORSE will recall, or 

they may, by reference to page 667 in the 
issue of December 10, 1932, note, the announce- 
ment was then made that E. J. Tranter, president 
of the Fasig-Tipton Co., would this year hold an 
inaugural sale of Thoroughbred yearlings at 
Foxcatcher Farms, Boyce, Va. 

Mr. Tranter, writing to THE BLOOD-HORSE from 
New York under date of June 8, says: “You can 
announce in your next issue that I will hold a 
sale of yearlings at Boyce, Va., on Monday and 
Tuesday, September 25 and 26. The sale will 
be held at the farm of Mr. William du Pont. As 
you have been there you can give some descrip- 
tion as to the facilities for selling. The arena 
will be put in such condition until it is exactly 
like the one at Saratoga.” 

The Foxcatcher Farms’ arena was very like 
the Saratoga arena when Mr. du Pont’s sale was 
held on December 3 last. Therefore there will 
not be required a great deal to be done to put it 
in order for the sale which Mr. Tranter is now 
announcing to be held in September. A few sticks 
of dynamite and a gang of laborers, however, 
could accomplish wonders in the grounds near 
the arena. Even a sober man in poor light would 
have a tough time steering clear of the huge 
rocks dotting the premises thereabouts. Powder 
shouldn’t be a very hard thing for Mr. du Pont 
to acquire, and there are, very likely, plenty of 
unemployed persons in Boyce and vicinity who 
would like the job of blowing out the rock. We 
imagine that Mr. du Pont and Mr. Tranter will 
do some blasting before sale time. They may 
want to blast THE BLOOD-HORSE for this sugges- 
tion. Anyhow, THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opin- 
ion that a yearling sale there in September as 
planned will be quite successful. Mr. du Pont 
and his neighbors have guaranteed Mr. Tranter 
at least 100 yearlings for the two-day sale, and 
a large number of persons unquestionably will be 
attracted to this pleasant Virginia town on that 
occasion. The roads to the arena and the sta- 
bling are good and the farm is quite accessible. 
There is ample stabling and the barns are well 
built.

A dozen yearlings were shipped from Lexing- 
ton to Boyce, Va., in charge of Basil Duke Mc- 
Manus, of Lexington, Tuesday afternoon of this 
week to be broken at Pagebrook Farm and 
trained by Capt. Phil. M. Walker for racing next 
season. Those belonging to the Howe Stable were 
foaled at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud and 
were sent from Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm 
to which they were transferred several months 
ago. The others were foaled and raised at Horace 
N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Farm. The list 
follows:

TO LINCOLN FIELDS. 

ASHINGTON PARK'’S three weeks of rac- 

ing ended Saturday, June 10, and Lincoln 
Fields, which, like Washington Park, is under 
the control of the American Turf Association, 
opened its two weeks of sport Monday of this 
week, June 12. Good crowds saw the American 
Derby at Washington Park June 3 and some of 
the other programs, and there is no likelihood 
that the management lost money. About 15,000 
were in the crowd which attended the last day’s 
racing, featured by the $2,500 added Robert M. 
Sweitzer Handicap. 

Lincoln Fields fills the gap between Washing- 
ton Park and Latonia in the American Turf As- 
sociation’s calendar, and between Washington 
Park and Arlington Park in the calendar of the 
Chicago race fan. The majority of Lincoln Fields 
purses are $700. There are two stakes, the 
Debutante, $2,500 added, for 2-year-old fillies, to 
be run Saturday, June 17, and the Francis S. 
Peabody Memorial Handicap, $3,000 added, for 
3-year-olds and up, booked for Saturday, June 24, 
the closing day. 

Preparations are going forward for the Arling- 
ton Park meeting, which is expected to be the 
year’s best. As in former years the track, the 
only one in the Mid-West run under a no-profit 
policy, will attract the best racers from all sec- 
tions of the continent, and there is a possibility 
of Australasian talent entering into the compe- 
tition. Another attraction Arlington will have 
will be the new totalisator, which the racing 
public may consider one of the most notable 
moves in its behalf in many years. 


JOCKEY JAMES IS DROWNED. 


Jockey Eugene D. James, 20, of Louisville, Ky., 
lost his life by drowning in Lake Michigan at 
Chicago last Sunday. Unable to sleep on ac- 
count of the intense heat, James and two com- 
panions, Samuel Hogan, former lightweight 
boxer, and Michael Farr, connected with the Chi- 
cago Stadium Operating Company’s boxing de- 
partment, went to the beach at Oak Street to 
cool. James and Hogan decided that they would 
go into the water. Stripped to their shorts, they 
dived in, James first and Hogan a moment later. 
After swimming about 200 yards, James sud- 
denly disappeared from the surface. His com- 
panions had heard no outcry. His body was re- 
covered within five minutes. Efforts to revive 
him were unsuccessful. The presumption is that 
he died of shock or of a heart attack. James had 
not been well since last November and had not 
ridden this year. He is survived by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. George James, 4201 Southern 
Parkway, Louisville, two brothers and _ three 
sisters. The body was sent to Louisville for 
interment. 

Jockey James began his riding career at 
Churchill Downs in 1930, under contract to and 
tutelage of Trainer Roscoe Goose, a former skil- 
full rider. Joseph Leiter bought James’ contract 
from Trainer Goose. After Mr. Leiter’s death 
last year, his administrator sold the contract to 
Col. E. R. Bradley, whose employ James entered 
three days before the running of the Kentucky 
Derby. Laverne Fator was senior contract rider 
for Colonel Bradley and was given his choice, 
Burgoo King or Brother Joe, to ride in the classic 
at Churchill Downs. Fator selected Brother Joe. 
James rode Burgoo King and won. He likewise 


had the mount on Burgoo King when he won the 
Preakness Stakes. 

During his too brief career in the _ saddle, 
James proved himself to be a brilliant and 
capable rider, until illness came upon him. His 
record, by mounts and purse and stakes money 
earned for his employers, is as follows:

His decadence in proficiency through the three 
years, as judged by percentage of winners from 
rides, is noted in the fact that while in 1930 (his 
“bug” year) he was a 25 per cent rider, he 
dropped to 16 per cent in the second year and to 
9 per cent the third year. What a pity it is that 
he could not have continued in good health? He 
was a good boy, by testimony of Roscoe Goose, 
who knew him best, and a game rider, as was 
frequently disclosed in his saddle career. 
SAZERAC’S SWEITZER HANDICAP. 

Last out of the starting gate in a ragged finish 
in the seventh Robert M. Sweitzer Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 miles) 
at Washington Park June 10 was Sazerac (108), 
owned by A. B. Letellier, New Orleans sports- 
man. Next to last was Abraham Bartelstein’s 
big Polydorus (112); third from last, the same 
owner’s Sidney Grant (107); fourth from last, 
Audley Farm Stable’s Rocky News (105). At 
the finish Sazerac was first by a head, Polydorus 
second by a neck, Sidney Grant third by two 
lengths, Rocky News fourth. Rocky News fin- 
ished about half a length ahead of S. W. Labrot’s 
Tred Avon (117). The Maryland mare was top- 
weight and favorite. She had lain close to the 
pace of Evergold (106) in the early running and 
had momentarily taken the lead when the Shan- 
don racer quit in the stretch. Tred Avon, how- 
ever, did not appear quite up to par, and weak- 
ened after getting to the front. Sazerac, ridden 
by H. Schutte, flashed past her at the eighth 
pole, and three others went by before the finish 
was reached. Sazerac was weakening at the end, 
and was losing ground rapidly to the two Bartel- 
stein horses. Sazerac was the extreme outsider 
in the field of 12, paying $114.34 for $2. Behind 
Tred Avon at the finish were Fair Rochester 
(3-y-0, 102), Marmion (106), Evergold, Warren 
Jr. (3-y-0, 10312), Morsel (105), Misguide 
(3-y-o, 100), Reveille Boy (109). Time, :23,

HAWTHORNE GOLD CUP. 

Joseph A. Murphy, general manager of Haw- 
thorne, announced last week that the Hawthorr.e 
Gold Cup’s 1933 renewal will again have an 
added value of $25,000. The only change in the 
conditions for the race, he said, is that the purse 
will be divided five ways instead of four. The 
second horse will receive $5,000, third $3,000, 
fourth $1,500, fifth $500. The entrance fee will 
be $50, starting fee $250. Such a division of the 
purse is expected to attract a large field. The 
complete list of stakes events for the Hawthorne 
meeting, which will run from July 31 to Septem- 
ber 2, has not yet been announced, but Mr. 
Murphy has stated that the Illinois Owners’ 
Handicap will have $7,500 added, a reduction of 
$2,500 from last year’s renewal. 


E. ARCARO INJURED. 

Gunfire fell in the first quarter of the second 
race at Washington Park June 7 and La Salle 
fell over him. E. Arcaro, riding Gunfire, emerged 
from the accident with several rib fractures and 
possibly a slight puncture of a lung. Six weeks 
on the ground, the doctor said. L. Ruder, who 
rode La Salle, had a fractured right shoulder, 
necessitating several weeks out of the saddle. 


DEATH OF PHILIP PHILLIPS. 

Philip Phillips, a trainer for approximately 30 
years, died of an attack of acute indigestion at 
the Chicago Heights Hospital on the morning of 
Tuesday, June 6. He was racing at Washington 
Park a string composed of Egypt, Scandal Sheet, 
Monks Bela and Wingale for Mrs. L. J. Remm. 


W. BIDWILL INJURED. 

In a collision of motor boats on Lake Michigan 
last Sunday, Charles W. Bidwill, secretary of the 
Illinois Turf Association, had his right arm frac- 
tured in two places. This, however, did not pre- 
vent his being present at Lincoln Fields for the 
opening of the race meeting Monday of this week. 


Riff Raff, owned by the Lone Star Stable, was 
destroyed at Washington Park June 8, having 
broken a bone in his foot in his last start.

THOR WINS FRENCH DERBY. 
HOR, a colt which did not start at two but 
has proved himself among the best of 
France’s 3-year-olds this season, carried the 
colors of Marcel Boussac, his breeder, to victory 
in the Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) at 
Chantilly Sunday, June 11. He finished the 
course of 2,400 meters (about 1% miles) a 
length ahead of Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s 
Camping. Leon Volterra’s Casterari was third. © 
Thor’s price in the pari-mutuels was approxi- 
mately 13 to 5. He earned about 250,000 francs 
(about $12,000) by his victory. .

THE “TOTE” IN ENGLAND. 

The Racecourse Betting Control Board, in its 
annual report issued recently, made the admis- 
sion that the board has not yet got around to 
performing the service for which it was estab- 
lished, namely, the improvement of racing and 
of the breed of race horses, but stated that the 
totalisator in 1932 handled £4,017,578 (perhaps 
$15,000,000, but exchange rates varied too much 
for an accurate reduction to American money 
units), an increase of 2.98 per cent over the 
turnover for 1931. Net revenue, however, was 
lower than in 1931. The explanation of this fact 
was that the increase in turnover was largely in 
the department of off-the-course betting, which 
yields less revenue to the “tote” than does the 
betting on the course. Operating expenses were 
reduced by £66,448, by reducing salaries, etc. 
Attendance at race meetings decreased 5.78 per 
cent. At the end of the year, the report stated, 
Goodwood and Doncaster were the only import- 
ant courses without totalisators, and the latter 
will have the machine this year. 


ROBBER CHIEF’S VICTORY. 

The Manchester Cup Handicap, worth about 
$10,000 to the winner, was captured at Man- 
chester, England, Friday, June 9, by Sir Alfred 
Butt’s Robber Chief, a 4-year-old bay gelding by 
Sherwood Starr. Creme Brulee, last year’s win- 
ner of the event, was second and Isthmus third 
in the fiéld of eight. 


JANITOR. 

Janitor, which won the Jubilee Prize, an im- 
portant weight-for-age race at the Berlin-Hoppe- 
garten last month, is a 3-year-old chestnut colt 
by Fervor (Galtee More—Festa, by St. Simon) 
out of Jane Pierney, by *Stefan the Great, next 
dam Tubercurry, by Captivation. 

At Enghien May 21, Jean Luc, 35, one of the 
best known steeplechase jockeys in France, was 
killed when his mount, E. Ronot’s Khartum, fell 
during the Grand Steeplechase d’Enghien. His 
skull was fractured and he died immediately.
